"This school will be held in the 


Covina high school shops. Splendid co- 
operation has been secured from the 
school authorities, from

chamber of commerce, and from the 
local tractor dealers. 
Enrollments to 


this school are coming in fast, but there 
is still room for a few more of these 
students. In order to get only those 
who have a serious interest, an enroll- 
ment fee of $2 is charged. Those ex- 
pecting to enroll should get in their 
applications, together with the enroll- 
ment fee, to the Farm Advisor, 3iU 
Court House, as soon as possible. 


"Already some five tractors have 


been offered for repair work. We are 
anxious to secure ten or a dozen small 
gas engines for overhauling and repair. 
I should like to have it well under- 
stood that there is no commercialism 
connected with this school -whatever. 
There is nothing to sell and the only 
object of the school is to teach tractor 
operators and owners how to care for, 
and to repair and operate their trac- 
tors.

- W. O. McClintock, a prosperous 
rancher of Walnut, was in Covina a 
few days ago, inquiring for old friends 
pf former days. But with; the exception 
of C. W. Potter and one or two others, 
the "boys of other days" had either 
passed on into the Beyond, or had 
moved away years 'ago. 


-Mr. McClintock talked for a few 


minutes about the days when there was 
but one building here, a "blacksmith 
shop. McClintock helped pound the 
stakes for the laying of the Covina 
townsite. He was in the employ of J. 
8. Phillips, the father of Covina, at that 
time, and Fred Eaton, afterwards fam- 
ous as one of the principal engineers on 
the Los Angeles aqueduct, was the sur- 
veyor who 'ran the lines. - McClintock 
says that it was Eaton who named the 
town. /That was in 1884. 


Those were wild days, McClintock 


says, but they were happy ones. The 
young men and women drove or rode 
miles to dances or to attend church, 
and they had as much fun at one as at 
the other. There was a little church at 
Glendora, out in ^e cactus, but that 
was all there was in the way of build 
•ings in that part of the valley. There 
was more activity at Azusa, which was 
something of a wild town. There was 
nothing at Puente but a railway sta- 
tion. The valley was a vast plain, witfc 
cattle feeding over it. 


McClintock has a large ranch at 


Walnut, and has been there twenty-four 
years, but only infrequently has visited 
the growing town of Covina, where he 
.aided in laying out the streets and lots. 
He was much surprised at the activity 
in building in and around Covina, and 
said that he believed every town in the? 
valley would grow more rapidly in the 
"uext ten years than at any period in 
_the past.

The majority of our beautiful Christ- 


mas carols, too, redolent as they are 
of the winter—"Sung Amid the Win- 
ter's Snow"—would be hopelessly In- 
congruous. Emigrants 
to Australia 


from the mother country have con- 
fessed that It has taken them many 
years before they could get in any j- 
way used to what is practically a mid- 
summer Christmas.

Yet December" 25 Is merely an ac- 


commodation date for the birthday of 
Christ—Christmas day. The year, too, 
is wrong. Most people would take it 
for granted that Christ was born in 
A. D. 1—literally, of course, the year 
of our Lord, No. 1. 


But our chronology is four years 


out. This should be 1925 and not 1921, 
because Christmas day could not, on 
indisputable historical testimony, have 
been later than February B. C. 4! 


That settles the year of the first 


Christmas, but all attempts to fix the 
actual day and month of Christmas 
have failed. 


And, 
as regards the present date, 


Christinas, like Easter, took some cen- 
turies before a settlement was arrived 
at. 
In the first centuries of Chris- 


tianity 
several ' Important Eastern 


churches 
observed 
January 
6 
as 


Christmas day. The Armenian Chris- 
tians do so still. 


Gradually, however, uniformity was 


attained, but not before the Fifth cen- 
tury. In that connection It must be re- 
membered that for quite a long period 
this country was divided on the ques- 
tion of Christmas. Some people per- 
sisted In observing "old" Christmas 
day. 


But all will agree that December 


25, even If It is not the actual date of 
Christ's birth, is a happy choice." : 


Our present-day Christmas, festival 


and holiday, breaks the long ^winter, 
and what better time could tliere "be 
for family reunions? The cold and 
unpleasantness outside make It all the 
more agreeable to keep warm and 
snug inside. It keeps us together In 
every sense.

VERY year some mqthemat- 
ical calculator figures out 
that this country would be 
several billions richer If, as 
a nation, we abolished the 


good, old custom of the Christmas 
tree. Yes, in -actual dollars and cents 
valuation of our natural resources the 
United States probably would be more 
wealthy for the continued growth of 
the evergreens. 
However, we believe 


no better return ever came from trees 
tban the true joy which all mankind 
gets from Christmas trees fit this the 
greatest of all holiday seasons. 


Nearly 5,000,000 young evergreens 


go upou the Christmas-tree market 
each year, 1,500,000 in New York and 
the New England states alone, and It 
is an easy matter for an enthusiast 
who is quick with the pencil to figure 
up the waste in our natural resources 
by the annual loss of this embryo tim- 
ber. 
The economic consideration is 


not entirely Indefensible, for in the 
Northeastern states particularly a big 
proportion of the trees come from pas- 
ture land or that which would be 
cleared in the ordinary course of im- 
provement. 
Later, these trees would 


be cut anyway. 
Of course, wholesale 


destruction 
over 
watershed 
areas 


should be discouraged as in any for- 
estry activity, but it must be remem- 
bered that the Christmas-tree custom 
Is one of sentiment, not of economics.

Go to the Root of It. 


A few cities in the United States were fortunate enough to 


start with the public ownership of adequately-large tracts of 
land for school and park purposes. 
T^hey bought land when it 


was cheap and used it for public goocf. It enhanced in value

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Boston is an example. Boston Commons is a 'great public 


park in the center of the most congested population in the 
United States, not excepting New York City. It was a cow 
pasture, and it still is really nothing more than an improved 
pasture, a playground for people. But it is the greatest single 
public asset in the city of Boston. Other cities have been almost 
as. fortunate because of the vision of the founders. 


Covina valley is a pioneer community. It is only thirty 


years since it was all desert. There can be no question about 
the fact that all of Southern Califoi-nia is to settle up rapidly— 
that it will be one great metropolis;,in'fifty,years. 
Today we 


.have an option on twenty-four acres oMand in the heart of this 


: valey, in Covina city, that can be bought for .$2,250 an acre, 


with seventy shares of irrigating stock.; The board of trustees 
of the high school and the chamber of commerce want the people 
to buy this land as a high school site.- ' ' 


This site will be adequate for twenty years, and will serve as 


, a splendid park and-play ground as well. It never will be any 


cheaper than now. It should be purchased, and gradually im- 
proved with buildings as the district" needs them. There can 
be no real objection to such a program. 


The citizens are asked to come to the grammar school build- 


ing tomorrow (Saturday) afternoon and determine if the board 
of trustees may be authorized to call a bond election for the 
purpose of buying this property. Every responsible citizen 
should be there and voice an opinion. 


Looking Into the Future. 


Is a murderer governed by any restricting rules when he 


performs the deed? Is there any special method of committing 
nuirder that is less reprehensible, more gentlemanly and more 
sportsmanlike than another? Does the law look upon finnese 
and cleanliness and neatness in the method of the killing as 
extenuating circumstances? Does it matter if the murder uses 
an axe or an hypodermic needle in the eyes of the law? 


Then why enter into earnest dissertations concerning the 


use of various kinds of weapons of war? War is begun by an 
offensive «i the part of a group of individuals, just as murder 
begins with an attack by an individual or individuals. The 
murdeKer uses the most effective method at his command to 
gain his end. If his victim has any chance whatever he will 
use any and all means to prevent the murderer from gaining 
his end. 


A nation or nations precipitating a war are murderers. It is 


idle to say that any war is justifiable in its inception. Any 
war can be prevented. Many have been prevented. In order 
to win a war the offensive side will use every tactic known to 
history and science. And the nations attacked will do the same. 
Any method of winning a war is justifiable if war is justifiable, 
just as any method of committing murder is justifiable if murder 
is justifiable. 
> 


Restricting the number of submarines to be used, or entering 


into agreements as to the .amount of chemicals that may be em- 
ployed is begging the question. We should decide that war is 
at the bar, not methods of conducting war. 


Much of this discussion as the methods of conducting war 


has crept into the present disarmament conference. It has no 
place there; all agreements concerning methods will be imme- 
diately disregarded in the event of war, as everyone knows. 
Not the weapon, but war, is the criminal at the bar.

Ranchers from evp.ry part, of the San 


Gabriel valley, the largest number ever 
gathered here for the purpose, witness- 
ed the demonstrations on Wednesday 
and Thursday of this -week of the Ford- 
son tractor and farm and orchard tools, 
conducted by Everett, Malneritch & 
Clark local agents for these machines. 


The grounds on South Citrus avenue 


were the scene of a constantly coining 
and going number of orchardists, who 
entered critically into the discussions of 
the relative, merits of various orchard 
tools, and were given a practical dem- 
onstration of the manner in which the 
Fordson furnishes the motive power. 


The Trapnell furrower and checker, 


a machine made in Covina, was demon- 
strated to hundreds who remarked its 
practical ability to do the work for 
which it is designed.

Cast Quarter Million Dollars 


Despoiled of His Wealth and Driven Out of Mex- 


ico by the Authorities, D. F. Meiklejohn, a 
Mining Engineer, Uncovers Vast Wealth 


in the Hills Southeast of Govina

mouthful. 


Aiid it is probable that if the people 


o£ the upper San.. Gabriel valley had 
been told at any time that there was 
a mountain containing this material of 
the long name within: a few. miles of 
CoTina, the news would not have cre- 
ated half as much comment as the dis- 
covery of the tertrix worm at work in 
oranges. 


The world and its people advance 


only with knowledge and the applica- 
tion of knowledge. That's why a moun 
tain of diatomaceous earth, a material 
which is almost completely a heat re 
sistant and a very valuable building 
material, could remain hidden, not from 
the eyes of man, but from his under- 
standing of its value, during all the 
years when the white settler has been 
at work grubbing a living out of this 
valley. And this mountain bids fair to 
be more valuable in actual dollars than, 
aa'y of the acres of citrus fruits in the 
valleys it overlooks. 


But the mountain is an inanimate 


non-responsive object, and has been 
deemed valuable only for pasturage on 
its surface. It remained a poor pasture 
end a paradise for cottontails, until D 
F. Meiklejohn, a mining engineer 
started one day to wander in a hap 
hazard way over its precipitous surface 
From that day, only a couple of year 
ago, the mountain has intrigued th 
interest of big men of capital, dream- 
ers and builders. The knowledge of.-one 
man found instant applications in 


ith great, modern ports, and would 
ave brought down the silver and gold 
n quantities that would have shamed 
he Incas of old. 


But a voice spoke from Washington, 
aying that Huerta was not the man to 
ead the destinies of the Mexican peo- 
ile. And all Americans were thence- 
orth in peril of their lives. , Meikle- 
ohn, with his wife and children, left 
heir beautiful hacienda, representfti'g 
loil and hard-earned money, and with a 
'ew suit cases and the clothes on their 
backs they fled for the border. When 
they reached the United Statese them 
total assets were about twelve hundred 
dollars in American money. Their in- 
tangible assets in Mexico ran inito the 
many thousands, but since that day this 
wealth has laid without a real value. 


BEGINS ONCE AGAIN. 


Meiklejohn's wife is a Los Angeles 


woman, and they elected to come to 
that city, settling modestly at last in a 
little home in Baldwin Park. And one 
day, while on a totally different mission 
for some capitalists in the hills south- 
east of 'Covina, Meiklejohn found this 
hill of diatomaceous earth—meaning 
nothing to anyone who had ever looked 
upon it before, but telling 'a story of 
wealth and service to this man of 
knowledge. Adversity is nothing to the 
man who carries his resources in his 
head. Bandits cannot rob a man whose 
wealth lies -in mental 
cerebration, 


whose Tiches'.come from knowing. 


AN INSULATING PRODUCT. 


The ranch in" which this mountain is 


and brick .and tile-making units. The 
mountain is to be bored,into and a deep 
shaft sunk. Already a considerable 
amount of the material has been made 
into insulation bricks and are in use 
in various furnaces in Los Angeles. 
There is but one other deposit known 
to exist in the state, and this product 
in this State of purity is almost un- 
known in the world. But Meiklejohn 
says there are thirty-five millions tons 
of this diatomaceous earth in this one 
mountain. ' The product is found in 
other places in the vicinity in varying 
quality, and even extends out into the 
Covina citrus district beneath the vege- 
table deposit. 


The earth makes an insulating brick 


that is used in lining furnaces, and has 
a higher heat-resisting power than any 
product ever discovered anywhere. A 


piece of the virgin material may be 
held in the hand and an acetylene blow- 
torch played on it without any heat 
penetrating to the hand until the torch 
has actually eaten through tho material. 


So valuable is it as a resistant of 


heat it is already being used to turn 
the rays of the sun in buildings in the 
Imperial valley, where it is being laid 
in powder form above the ceilings of 
houses. It is also completely sound- 
proof. The billiard room of the great 
Hotel Ambassador in Los Angeles is sur- 
rounded in a thick blanket of this earth, 
so that no sound of the clicking balls 
and the hilarity in the room can pene- 
trate to the dining room and other 
rooms adjacent. It is a complete suc- 
cess. 


From the poorer grades of earth there 


will be made bricks for interior con- 


struction that will sell for something 
like the price of ordinary fire-brick, 
Meiklejohn says. The material makes a 
roof tiling that is practically indestruc- 
tible. 
These industries will be plied 


on a large scale when the plant is in 
operation. There will be about *375,- 
000 expended in building this plant, the 
largest and most extensive in output in 
the world. 


SEA-BED ORIGIN. 


Diatoraaccous earth is a very light, 


feathery material that lies in definite 
layers like shale, only much more uni- 
form and compact. Its origin is in the 
settling .of billions upon billions of lit 
tie vegetable plants (diatoms) that 
floated for millions of years or so on 
the surface of the ocean that once 
covered this valley. The decaying and 
sinking and clustering of these little 


slants formed this enormous bed of 
silica, for the material is silicate in 
:haracter. The name "feather-stone" 
s well applied to it. It is light, it is 
somewhat fibrous, and it is very absor- 
bent, while it resists sound and heat. 
It cannot be used for outside construc- 
tion except in the lower forms when it 
lias been treated and burned into tiling. 
Its greatest value is for insulation and 
for the turning of sound. 


Meiklejohn, the man who discovered 


this great bed, is superintending the 
building of the plant. He is one of the 
largest stockholders, and Los Angelea 
builders of cornices and building ma- 
terials are the men who have aided in 
financing. One man who made a for- 
tune in the Imperial valley has been 
one of the chief sources of money. He 
was able to see Meiklejohn's vision.

MEXICO. 


Meiklejohn is at present living_ in 


Baldwin Park. For thirty years he has 
been a mining engineer in many queer 
parts of the world. The seam§ of a 
protuding rock tell a story to him that 


" is an uninteresting blank to others. He 


has lived in a mental world separate 
from the ordinary. Upon his recom- 


- mendations, as upon the recommenda- 


tions of his fellow engineers, great 
projects have been built, simply be- 
cause he knew" and cpuld read the cryp- 
tic annals of nature. 


In Mexico a great American com- 


pany was engaged in rejuvenating the 
old Mexican -mine workings, the aban- 
doned shafts where the Spanish had 
delved for silver and gold. Meiklejohn 
was one of the men who directed this 


" work. He became interested financially 


in some of the projects. He took up the 
work of improving one of Mexico's 
great harbors, where there was plenty 
of depth- and anchorage, but no wharf- 
age; where ships came and discharged 
their cargo through lighters because no 
man had possessed the initiative to 
build docks "aad wharves. Meiklejohn 
evolved a great harbor which was in 
process of building when a voice from 
Washington dethroned Huerta as presi- 
dent of Mexico and Americans began 
to flee for their lives for the border. 


Meikleiohn was at that time, only a 


few -years ago, a modestly-wealthy 
man, with thousands in the Mexican 
banks, and with a future which seem- 
ed to beckon to great fortunes. His 
•work, and the work of other Ameri- 
cans, not only would enrich themselves, 
but would have supplied the Mexicans 


founded Ontario, and which has figured 
large in the upbuilding of Southern 
California. Chaffey bought the ranch a 
number of years ago just/as an invest- 
ment, and has improved the thousand- 
acre property in various ways. Some of 
it has become citrus orchards. 


But one day a mining engineer, un-

He 
got his option for a very brief period, 
and went out to try to finance his 
company.

over a quarter of a.million dollars.

Presenting the corporation side of the 


debate over the question of public or 
government ownership of public utili- 
ties, the Southern California Edison 
Company has condensed the report re- 
cently given at the session of utility 
commissions at Atlanta. The Argus pre- 
sents this article, at the same time be- 
lieving that withitt the state of Califor- 
nia there should foe ownership by the 
people of water and power. The report 
as tendered the Argus by the Edison 
people, as is follows: 


Public or government ownership of 


public utilities, either \vith public or 
private operation, was vigorously op- 
posed in the report of the public owner- 
ship and operation committee submitted 
011 October 11 to the thirty-third annual 
convention of the National Association 
of Railway and Utility Commissioners 
in session at Atlanta, Georgia. 


These excerpts signify the trend, of 


the report: 


"Public utilities are subject to the 


same financial laws of operation as pri- 
vate enterprises. 
They must operate 


successfully and adequately fulfill their 
duty of service to the public, not only 
in the present, but in the near future. 
"This is particularly true at the 


present time, for the reason that for 
the last five years their revenue rates 
did not proportionately increase with 
their rapidly increasing costs of opera- 
tion. 
"This granted," the report continues, 
after stating that government is insti- 
tuted among enlightened, civilized peo- 
ple to insure to the majority of the gov- 
erned the greatest degree of freedom, 
liberty and happiness, "it is no less 
true that a sound theory of government 
would dictate that there should be as 
little government interference with le- 
gitimate business activity as is consist- 
ent with the protection of the rights 
and property of the citizens and their 
enjoyment of life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. 


"It naturally and inevitably falls, as 


a necessary conclusion, that the less 
governmental encroachment there is up- 
on the demand upon private business 
initiative and incentive, consistent with 
the fair and equitable protection of the 
rights of the majority of citizens, the 
more nearly does such government ap- 
proach the real functions of sound gov- 
ernment, as laid down by our fore- 
fathers in the basic principle in the 
creation of our republic." 


Declaring that a closer examination 


of these principles bears out the con- 
clusion reached, the report continues: 


"In the ownership and operation of 


public utilities by government, it is 
practically impossible to exclude the in- 
fluence of polities. As long as human 
nature and self-interest is as it is, and

This would 
be fatal to their operation under sound 
principles of economy and business effi- 
ciency." 
The report calls attention to the fail- 


ure of government operation of rail- j 
roads; the U. S. Fleet Corporation, em-! 
phasizing that during the principal op- 
eration of the U. S. Shipping Board, 
the privately managed British merchant 
leet reported net profits on their in- 
vestment ranging from twenty to forty 
>er cent, while the U. S. Emergency 
leet Showed an operating loss of $185,- 
.25,037. Failures of government owner- 
hip in Bussia, of exhorbitant tax rates 
'or government tramways in Glasgow, 
he English telephone system which is 
not self-supporting and would not be 
derated by the people of America, and 
»ther instances of municipal failure are 
pointed out by the report, which says: 


"Also, private ownership and opera- 


ion und£r municipal or community reg- 
ulation has also been tried in this coun- 
ry in many instances. However, wher- 
3ver tried, it has proved a practical 
'ailure, with either a resultant increase 
n rates beyond the reasonable value 
of the service, rendered, or the break- 
ng down of the utility in question with 
i large proportion of its operation costs 
>orne by taxation. 


"Business is 
essentially 
manage- 


ment; not a plant, nor blue prints, nor 
rules; but is men. Business is the fun- 
ctioning of a highly skilled managing 
aersonnel, a buying and a selling organ- 
ization, trade connections, and the .in- 
tangible but valuable good will, in ad- 
dition to plant and equipment, and even 
frnances. The criterion of successful 
business 
is 
the 
periodical 
balance 


sheet." 


The report, in conclusion, says: "The 


present system of private ownership 
and operation under public regulation 
is the logical, just, equitable and best 
system of conducting the business of 
public utilities that has or can be de- 
vised to meet the needs and require- 
ments of both the utilities in question 
and the public served by them."

Holstein-Friesiau Cows," published bi- 
weekly by Malcolm H. Gardner, Dela- 
van, Wis., superintendent of advanced 
registiy of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. E. D. Barry, Jr., of 
Covina has two of his pure-bred regis- 
tered Holsteins listed. 


His best cow, King Hengerveld Hon- 


riette. is reported as having made at 
the age of seven years and one month, 
a record of 593.4 pounds of milks and 
24.G82 pounds of butter fat in seven 
days, equivalent to 30.8 pounds of but- 
ter. Her 15-day record is 1257.2 pounds 
of milk and 40.327 pounds of butter 
fat, equivalent to C1.6 pounds of but- 
ter. 


His other cow, Anoakia Korndyke 


Gelsche, made a record in seven days 
at the age of four years and one month 
of 560.5 pounds of milk and 20.398 
pounds of butter fat, equivalent to 25.5 
pounds of butter. 


Tests of this kind are supervised by 


one or more representatives from the 
dairy division of the College of Agri 
culture, present at each feeding and 
milking, to weigh the milk and test it 
for butter fat 
content. A duplicate 


sample of this milk is forwarded to the 
state college, whore careful check is 
made before the record is reported.

In School Action 


In connection with, the calling by the 


board of trustees of the Covina union 
high school of a mass meeting to be 
held tomorrow (Saturday) afternoon at 
two o'clock in the grammar school aud- 
itorium, for the purpose of deciding if 
the voters will authorize a bond elec- 
tion, the Covina city and valley cham- 
ber of commerce has this week sent 
out the following statement to its mem- 
bers: 


The educational committee appointed 


by your board of directors of the Co- 
vina chamber of commerce, and com- 
posed of J. D. Coles, J. M. .Stanton, 
Oscar Miller, A. P. Kcrekhoff, Harry 
Gordon, J. L. Matthews and G. P. Bine- 
hart, has reported back to the board the 
following findings: 


1. That the high school is badly over- 


crowded and is growing worse, and that 
this condition cannot be remedied in 
any event within one year. In other 
words, a new building, if determined 
upon now, could not be ready for use 
under one year. 


2. That at present the full amount 


necessary to build a'new high, school of 
tynple dimensions for fhe future would 
probably meet with the active opposi- 
tion of many voters, as it would take, 
at a reasonable estimate, $350,000. 


3. The committee decided that one 


unit of the new building could be erect- 
ed to enable the district to accommo- 
date the probable increase for the next 
few years, this unit to bo added to in 
the future as needed. 


4. That the option on the Adams tract 


should be taken so that grounds will be 
ample for the future, and a high school 
plant be started with the idea of per- 
nianence. As the tract 
contains 24 


acres, this will give opportunity for the 
first time to devote adequate attention 
to citrus and agricultural interests in 
connection with the school. The option 
on this tract hus been secured at a price 
of $2250 per acre, which is thought rea- 
sonable, considering its advantageous 
location. 


5. That a twelve-room building can 


be erected on this ground for the sum 
of $100,000; shops for about $20,000 to 
$30,000; equipment $20,000; in all, in- 
cluding the grounds, $200,000. 


6. The committee recommends a bond 


issue in the amount of $200,000. The 
board of trustees of the high school has 
called a mass meeting of the patrons of 
the; district to meet at the grammar 
BChool auditorium at 2 "p.m., Saturday, 
December 17, to determine whether or 
nbt '•ihey -will ask the board of trustees 


to call an election for bonds and in 
what amount. 


7. The bylaws of the chamber of 


commerce provide for the submission .of 
such questions to the membership and 
you are therefore asked to at onoe ex- 
press yourself on the enclosed postcard 
ballot and return to the chamber of 
commerce by mail or in person not later 
than 5 o'clock Wednesday evening, Dec. 
14, at which time the ballots will be 
counted and the course of action .of 
your board of directors determined. 


Liquid Gas Tested 


By State Official 


Prof. George P. Gary, chief chemist 


of the state department of agriculture, 
has made a. number of tests of hydro- 
cyanic acid in drums in the field, and 
makes the statement in a recent bulle- 
tin that the firms making this fumigat- 
ing material are living up to the rule 
of purity of from 95 to 98 per cent.

centage, the chemist stated. 


Inspector Warns of 


Infested Potatoes 


Horticultural Inspector Charles Spoer 


is calling attention to the fact that 
state and county officials are calling 
for more rigid inspection of trees and 
nursery stock and the exclusion of all 
infested material, including potatoes in- 
fested with the ellworm or nematode. 


The county office is issuing instruc- 


tions for a. rigid inspection of all seed 
potatoes this spring, he states. Sale of 
potatoes from one grower to another 
must be followed by an inspection. 
Failure to notify the inspector .not only 
may lay the ranchers liable under the 
state law, but may result in the growing 
of an infested crop.

Best Interplants For 


Growing Orchards 


By James G. Torsyth 


To prospective growers of orchard 


trees late in attaining full bearing & 
few pertinent facts on interplantcd 
trees may be helpful. Much depends on 
the locality and available markets when 
deciding what 
kind and variety of 


fruits to use as interplants. If fruit 
trees are chosen they must have two 
qualifications—abundant, early bearing 
and small size. Size is always a factor 
but need not be so strongly emphasized 
•when the permanent trees arc set 50 to 
60 feet, as is sometimes the case with 
figs and other large trees. 


Marketing tlie crop is fully as im- 


portant as producing it. The fruit se- 
lected for the interplant must be one 
which will find an easy market. Where 
the grower is close enough to large city 
markets the logical fruit is one early 
ripening and suitable for shipping fresh. 
For example, any of the commercial 
plums or peaches. On the other hand, 
for more remote situations a type of 
fruit should be selected which is less 
perishable and may be canned or dried. 
The establishment of canneries in the 
outlying orchard districts provides an 
excellent market for the fruits which 
are suitable for interplanting. 
Occa- 


sionally a planting is mado with both 
the permanent and temporary trees of 
the same variety. This arrangement is 
valuable when the trees are of a small 
sized and early bearing variety. 


With judicious handling, an inter- 


planted orchard will not suffer in com- 
parison with one not interplanted, but 
there is one very important factor 
which will indicate the advisability of 
interplanting, namely, the human ele- 
ment. The plan, when the orchard is 
first set out, is to remove the inter- 
planted trees as fast as they show signs 
of crowding the permanent trees. But 
when the trees are nearing the age at 
which they should be pulled out it 
seems very difficult. 
Until the trees 


have irreparably injured each other in 
the struggle for existence the grower 
is prone to let himself believe that the 
trees will stand "just one more year" 
without great injury, and, of course, it 
must be admitted that they are bring- 
ing in additional revenue. 


If the interplants are not removed at 


first signs of crowding the time will be 
surprisingly short before the monetary 
returns are no greater than the orchard 
would be producing if it had not been 
interplanted. While the actual tonnage 
of fruit may still be larger the fruit of 
the interplanted orchard will have de- 
teriorated in both size and quality. 
Small, inferior fruit finds a less ready 
market and will add nothing to the re- 
putation of a grower who possesses a 
name for producing tho. best. 


To sum it up, the advantage of early 


returns offered by interplanting, valua- 
ble as it may be to a striving fruit 
grower, is to a greater or less degree, 
depending on the wisdom of the man- 
agement, offset by the danger of lasting 
injury to the trees by being left in the 
ground 
until 
the 
interplants 
have 


dwarfed and sapped the vitality of tue 
permanent trees, which are the reasons 
for the existence of the orchard. 


A safer and better plan, at least for 


the owner who isn't actually on the 
ground, is intercropping with annual 
crops: grain, beans, garden truck, etc., 
or alfalfa. Figures prepared by farm 
management experts prove conclusively 
that the costs of bringing an orchard 
into bearing • (meaning leveling laud, 
setting out trees, cultivation, pruning, 
and spraying) may be easily borne by 
the returns from crops grown between 
the trees. 


There are many eloquent examples of 


California orchards stunted x>r ruined 
from inexpert handling of an interplant 
system, and it is in the hope that 
fewer such mistakes will occur that this 
article is written. 


Interplanting is a good practice if 


the grower realizes that no matter how 
it tears his heart to drag out beautiful, 
healthy interplant trees, when the time 
has come for their removal is the only 
possible way of making a success of the 
permanent orchard. 


Covina Tractor Meet 


Definitely Arranged 


During the week of January 16-21 


the fifth of the fourteen one-week ex- 
tension tractor schools given under the 
divisions of Agricultural Extension and 
Agricultural Engineering of the State 
College of Agriculture is to be held at 
Covina in the high school shops. 


Arrangements for the holding of this 


course were completed recently 
by 


Farm Advisor Hodgson and Agricultur- 
al Engineering Extension Specialist E. 
J. Stirniman, 


Contrary to the impression which 


seems to exist in certain parts of the 
county following the announcement of 
an extension tractor school for the coun- 
ty made several weeks ago, this course 
is in no way similar to those given sev- 
.eral years ago by the State College of 
Agriculture for high school students. 


This course is given especially for 


tractor owners and operators, and all 
arrangements are in the hands of the 
agricultural extension service. Instruc- 
tion will be under the supervision of 
Mr. Stirniman, assisted by two ' in- 
structors from the division of agricul- 
tural engineering. The course will be 
open only to tractor owners or operat- 
ors, the enrollment being limited to six- 
ty persons. In order to secure only 
those having a serious interest, an en- 
rollment fee of $2 is charged. 


Enrollments are coming in rapidly at 


the present time and will be listed in 
order of receipt, so that those interested 
in attending this course are advised to 
get their enrollment into the office of 
the farm advisor, 361 Court House, Los 
Angeles, aa soon as possible. 


The course will be devoted to practi- 


cal instruction in operating and repair 
work. Tractors needing repairs will be 
solicited from the local community and 
will bo repaired at the school. 


Reports from the two tractor schools 


held to date indicate that this is the 
best course ever offered to tractor own- 
ers and operators in the state. 


The arrangements were made by Geo. 


W. Ascbenbrenner, president of the 
Covina farm center, in cooperation with 
W. S. Sawyer of the West Covina cen-

While reductions in price have been

the f«ct thnt the mileage basis of figur- 
ing replacements has been absolutely 
discontinued. Tire men have come to 
realize that mileage is only a basis of 
argument and that service is the real 
criterion. Service, then, has replaced 
mileage. The motorist knows that to 
neglect his tire equipment is simply 
money out of his pocket. 


A customer in filling in the standard 


claim form used with the warranty- 
gives the exact facts in the case.

believing that at the exact hour and 
minute when Jesus was born It will 
blossom.

There is a cherished legend In the 


East that the Rose of Jericho first | 
blossomed at the birth of Jesus, closed 
at the crucifixion, and opened again 
at Easter, from which comes Its name 
of Resurrection flower. 


Many plants, trees and flowers are 


believed to owe their peculiarities to 
their connection with the birth or the 
childhood of Jesus. "The Star of 
Bethlehem" is so called because its 
white starlike flowers resemble the 
pictures of the Star of the East. 


"Our Lady's Bedstraw" received Its 


name because it/was believed that the 
manger In which the Babe lay was 
filled with this plant. 


An old account tells the story in 


this manner: "The broom and" the 
chick-peas began to rustle and crackle, 
and by this noise betrayed the fugi- 
tives. .The flax bristled up. Happily 
for her, Mary was near a Juniper; the 
hospitable tree opened its branches as 
arms and Inclosed the Virgin and the 
Child within their folds, 
affording 


them a secure hiding place. Then the 
Virgin uttered a malediction against 
the brooms and the chick-peas, and 
ever since that day they have always 
rustled and crackled. 
But later the 


Virgin pardoned the flax its weakness 
end gave the Juniper her blessing," 
which Is said to account for the use 
of the Juniper as Christmas decora- 
tions in some countries.

Growers Hear Report 
- of Supply Company 


The following is in part an address 


by Assistant Manager Albert M. Paul 
to the stockholders of the Covina Or- 
ange Growers' Association, in session on 
Saturday, Dec. 3: 


In bringing to the grower-members of 


the Fruit Growers' Supply Company a 
report of the activities of their com- 
pany it would seem opportune to go 
back a bit and recall tp our minds the 
conditions which brought about the or- 
ganization of this cooperative purchas- 
ing company, because it is of interest to 
note the accuracy with which the anti- 
cipated results as now obtained have 
been realized. 


You will recall that prior to 1907 the 


associations as grouped with the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers. Exchange had 
done but little cooperative purchasing 
and that which was done was confined 
to individual associations and no effort 
had been made to make use of tie 
volume buying power should all associa- 
tions concentrate their purchases in one 
organization. 


It took the catastrophe of the San 


Francisco fire in 1906 to bring the grow- 
ers to realize that something must be 
done. As a result of the increased de- 
mand for lumber, occasioned by the re- 
building of that city, there was a very 
abrupt increase in the price asked for 
building materials and even though only 
the lower grades of lumber are ordinar- 
ily used in the manufacture of box 
shook, nevertheless an increased asking 
price was also reflected into this mater- 
ial as well. Although its use in build- 
ing is nominal in comparison to that of 
the upper grades an increased price of 
eight cents per box meant an increased 
cost to the exchange shippers of approx- 
imately $2,000,000; It "was logical that 
they should conclude that in order to 
protect their own interests they must 
enter the shook manufacturing business* 
themselves and supply at least a portion 
of their own requirements. 


PURCHASE GREAT TRACT. 


The purchase of the Hilt tract of 25,- 


000 acres of timber land and the re- 
building of that mill formed the initial 
step in this direction. So successful has 
this been and so accurately did.it.ful- 
fill its puxposes that it was equally logi- 
cal that the company should later fol- 
low this purchase with the acquisition of 
a still larger tract of timber, 41,414 
acres, and the erection of a still larger 
mill at Susanville in Lassen county, 
California. 
The importance of this 


move is, I think, brought very forcibly 
to mind when one takes into account 
the fact that three-fifths of all the 
available timber in the United States 
is gone and that the remaining two- 
fifths are being used four times as- 
rapidly as it is being replaced through 
reforestation. So long as citrus fruits 
continue to be packed in wooden.boxes, 
these facts must necessarily be of prime 
interest to ;the, grower/ of citrus fruits., 
' The constantly. increasing cost of pro-' 
duction goingxhand in hand;with a con- 
stantly increasing crop creates a con- 
dition which'makes it absolutely neces- 
sary that -*Juf former be reduced to the 
minimum and that the later be offset 
by a correspondingly increased consump- 
tion of the fruit. 
California 
Fruit 


Growers Exchange through its aggres- 
sive advertising campaigns, its dealers 
service work and its thoroughly proven 
system of distribution has been able 
to accomplish the profitable sale of this 
increasing crop. It has remained for 
the growers' other organization, the 
Supply Company, to attack this other 
'equally important phase, namely, the 
reduction of cost of production and 
packing and their maintenance on a fair 
equitable basis. 
There are of course 


certain expenses which are beyond the 
control of the grower no matter how. 
well organized he may be, the increased 
cost of transportation is a pertinent il- 
lustration. The lemon grower particul- 
arity, has every reason to be concerned 
and it may easily be that the savings 
effected through the Supply. Company 
may serve to create his only profit. 


TWENTY MILLION BOXES. 


Because box shook forms the one big 


item in this possibility of saving, the 
problem of securing this essential sup- 
ply at fair prices very naturally is con- 
cluded to be of first importance. When 
one recalls that the annual production 
of the exchange growers is now in ex- 
cess of 20,000,000 boxes, the value as 
represented in dollars and cents and the 
volume of lumber footage, runs into 
some very impressive figures and the 
saving of a few cents per box is of 
prime importance. 


With the total manufacturing capa- 


city as combined in the Hilt and Las- 
sen plants, 150,000,000 feet annually, 
the Supply Company is now in position 
to manufacture all of its box shook re- 
quirements if necessity arises. Operat- 
ing normally, it will produce approxi- 
mately half the present requirements 
and will look to the lumber industry to 
supply the balance, however, it can af- 
ford to ,jnake such outside purachses 
•only if the price is right and if it can 
buy cheaper than it could afford to 
manufacture a larger percentage of its 
mill run into box shook. It would be 
contrary to good economics were the 
Supply Company or any other lumber 
manufacturer to cut material capable 
of making sash and door stock into a 
packing box to be used but once and 
then thrown away; particularly is this 
true when one considers the fact that 
a box made from the poorer grades an- 
swers every purpose. 


I do not believe it is generally appre- 


ciated by the growers themselves that 
they are now one of the largest produc- 
ers of pine lumber in the United States. 
A radical difference, however, exists be- 
tween the object which prompts the 
grower-members of the Supply Company 
to enter the lumber industry and that 
which prompts the individual or con- 
cern whose activity is to produce a 
inaterilP which he sells at a profit to 
himself only. With him box shook is 
a by-product and the fruit industry 
forms a channel through which *:e can 
at least get back his cost of production; 
while with the Supply Company, its 
need for box shook is the main con- 
sideration, lumber forms the by-product 
and the demand for buildings forms the 
channel through which lumber can be 
satisfactorily .disposed of. 


COOPERATIVE PROFITS. 


The profits in the first instance goes 


into the pockets of one individual while 
in the case of the Supply Company it 
is shared in by its vast membership 
together with the millions who consume 
citrus fruits. The profits made by the

Supply Company through the sale of 
its upper grade material comes back to 
the grower in the form of refunds and 
serves to further reduce his cost of 
packing. 


JJnless supply and demand are con- 


stantly working in harmony, low prices 
for fruit in the east is necessarily re- 
flected into the quantity that the grow- 
er can afford to ship and likewise if 
higher prices prevail or lower cost of 
production, the grower can afford to 
ship a larger percentage of his crop. 
The point I wish to make is that the co- 
operative shipper, through this method 
of operation, shares with the consumer 
the savings he is able to make. His 
cooperation tends to stabilize the mar- 
ket, which is always in a more satisfac- 
tory condition of affairs, no matter what 
the product may be. 
And it will be

the exchange is bending every effort to- 
wards the standardization of citrus 
fruit products, so too, is the Supply 
Company throwing its weight into the 
balance to create a better standardiza- 
tion of lumber products. 


MILLION A MONTH. 


The volume of business now being 


transacted by the Supply Company for 
its members is approximately $1,000,000 
per month and this is being accomplish- 
ed on practically a cash basis with the 
members and with the producer as well, 
because the Supply Company makes it a 
practice to take advantage of discounts 


or any other small saving which would 
tend to reduce costs. 


At a recent stockholders meeting it 


was decided by an overwhelming major- 
ity to increase the capital stock of the 
Supply Company from four million to 
six million dollars, in order that it may 
continue its maximum service, and al- 
though it may accurately be said that 
no one is looking for an investment at 
this particular time, yet it is a favor- 
able commentary that the associations 
evidenced their faith in their own com- 
pany by this vote and have indicated 
their willingness to absorb the entire 
increase of 2,000,000 prior to February 
1, 1922. 


STABILIZING PRICES. 


I would stress one more point and I 


am through. The Supply Company or- 
ganized in the first place to secure the 
essential supplies for its members at 
equitable cost, is constantly alert to the 
jtossibilities of saving money for its 
members and is exerting every effort 
to stabilize prices. It is impossible to 
state "in actual dollars and cents the 
total amount of savings accomplished 
through this organization, but one can 
visualize it if he would cloee his eyes 
and imagine whet the conditions would 
bo were the Supply Company not in 
existence.
